The discovery “that the Eiffel tower 
in Paris varies in height accarding ta 
the temperature of the air elicits a still 
more remarkable piece of information 
ef the same sort. It appears that 
Mount Everest, still believed to be the 
highest mountain In the world, varies 
in altitude from time to time as much 
as 800 feet. During the daytime the 
Bnows will often melt to that extent 
on the summit of the mountain be 
tween sunrise und sunset. On the oth- 
er hand, often between sunset and sun- 
vise the mountain will reguin 300 feet 
in a single iNeht. Therefore the figure 
given in the geographies of 20.002 feet 
for Everest’s altitude is a mere rough 
average. Colonel Burrard, who has 
made a study of the subject, says that 
the officers of the Indinn survey place 
the mountain somewhere between 28,- 
700 and 29.150 feet in height and ĝe 
cline to guess any closer.

The Celor of Water. 

Some interesting experiments were 
made at Liege for the purpose of ascer 
taining the trne color of water The 
water was trst boiled four bours over 
potash manganate and permanganate 
and then distilled twice in platinum 
vessels apd the product received in a 
silver vessel protected from contact 
with the uir. This water when evapo 
rated left no stain 

In order to obtain the requisite depth 
of water far the light to pass throuch 
and make any color it would give visi 
ble. there were used glass tubes of six 
teen feet in length and rather more 
than one and one-half inches in width 
The tubes were closed at both ends by 
glass flats und furnished with a pipe 
through which the water could be iu 
troduced When pure water was 
placed In these tubes and white lizht 
sent through it the color was of a biue 
“of whicb it is dif eult to represent the 
purity.”

Here's the best way to do it: After 
you bare unscrewed the connecting 
plug at the end of the flexible wire

place the fan on a table and wipe it 


| off thoroughly with a dry cloth or dry 
| cotton waste 
| carefully 


Go over the whole fan 
aml get the dust off all the 


| exposed parts, even the blades Now 


nnoscrew the tops of the oil cups. which 
are at each end of the armature shaft 


| and fill them with geod lubricating oil 
| Replace the caps and wind the flexible 
| connecting wire around the base of the 


fan and Ineclose the whole in a paper 


| bag.
